J less than half th a t of Illinois, with 
I about the present population of Indiana 
i or less.

Greece has few rivers and many 
hills. 
None of the former is navigable 
and many of the latter are fortified. 
Its boundary limits were determined 
by an arrangement among G reat Brit- 
ian, France. Russia iind Turkey , con­ 
cluded at Constantinople on July 21, 
1832, but the Turk.» never surrendered 
all of the territory th at the treaty 
calls for by 5,000 sq uare miles and half 
a million of ( '.reek people. 
( inly about 70,000 of the inhabitants 
speak any language other than Greek, 
and only about 20,0<H) profess any re lig -; 
ion other than the orthodox Greek 1 
ehu reh. 
The chief characteristics of the a ve r - ! 
age Greek are his inq uistiveness, fond­ 
ness for knowledge, an aptitude

learning, and aggressive patriotism.

; recognized “ fathers of the fancy” im 
ported the best birds that Belgium bad 
to offer, and it is from these birds ami 
those imported since that the racing 
pigeon m this country has been pro­ 
duced. 
I have little hesitation in say­ 
ing that upward of £ 
2 0 ,0 0 0 per annum 
has be* n spent during tlx* bed 25 years 
m purchasing the best birds, and that 
at prices from, say, 
20 shillings for a 
squeak er up to

or stud bird. 
The first public long *li>

While there is at first necessary for 
their welfare not only the greatest care, 
but such food only as they have been 
accustomed to in nature or as they lik e 
best, it is in most ca.s» *s possible later to 
switch the fishes off to other things, 
with occasional return to their natural 
food 
Some fishes, however, will eat 
only live food, and tins must always he 
provided for them. Not infrequently the 
food, whatever it may be. must be fed 
m some special way to meet the require­ 
ments of individual fishes, and some of 
the methods employed are curious and 
interesting. 
Fishes in captivity have fewer im­ 
portunities, oftener they 
have 
none 
whatever, of lying in ambush for their 
prey, and they have far less room for 
sweep and action m pursuit. 
Killies 
placed in a pool or rank as food for 
larger fishes evade pursuit if they can 
and seek the edges of the water, by the 
walls or tlie surface, whither they are 
less lik ely to be followed 
Killies will 
live fo r days out of water in properly 
dampened moss or seaweed. 
When first 
put back into the water, they art* slug­ 
gish m movement, but they soon re­ 
cover their natural activity. 
In feeding live k illies it is not unusu­ 
al to k eep them out of water for a time, 
so that they may be more easily cap­ 
tured by the fishes they are to be fed to, 
which might otherwise be unable to 
capture them at all, or which m ight 
get them only at the risk of doing in­ 
jury to tlx nis. lv* s by running into the ! comb objected strongly, 
walls of th** tank .

The J a pa n* a «* Do Not t’se Opium. 
The .'-« panes**, unlik e their Chine** 
neighbors, 
have a horror of opium 
smok ing. 
In Japan it is a crime, pun­ 
ishable by a heavy fine and a long im­ 
prisonment. 
It is a crime to sell opium 
or smok ing apparatus, and the only 
places where th*- drug can be purchased 
or where a person may smok e are on the 
foreign reservations under the protection 
of a foreign flag. 
The opium dens in 
Yok ohama, Kobe, Nagasak i and other 
cities are all found in the German, 
French and English concessions, where 
the Japanese have 
no 
jurisdiction. 
When the Japanese took possession of 
Formosa, which was ceded by China to 
Japan as a part of the price of peace, 
they found a serious problem in the 
prevalence of opum smok ing among the 
natives and Chinese residents, who are 
numerous. 
After the trial of various methods tho 
government has finally adopted a rather 
novel policy to repress and regulate 
the vice. 
It requires every opium smo­ 
k er to purchase a license from the gov­ 
ernment by the payment of a fee and 
permits indulgence in the vice within 
certain limits of the city, which will 
result in the colonization of opium 
smok ers. 
Physicians 
and 
druggists 
alone are permitted to buy and sell tho 
drug, and they are required to tak e out 
licenses and pay heavy fees for th** priv­ 
ilege. Any violation of this law is pun­ 
ished by imprisonment with hard labor 
f» jr a term not excc iding 15 years or a 
fine not exceeding 5,000 yen. 
In flu* 
districts set apart for indulgence in the 
vice opium smok ing houses may 
be 
opened for th** accommodation of stran­ 
gers or persons who do not care to 
smok e on their own premises. 
These 
houses are subject to strict regulations, 
and every time they harbor a customer 
who docs not have a permit to smok e 
opium the proprietor is liable to a fine 
of 8 ,000 yen and imprisonment for 
11 
years. —Chicago Keoord.

There is at the aquarium a hawk sbill 
turtle from tlx* Yowl islands, off the 
coast of New Guinea. 
The hawk sbill 
eats clams cut up into pieces that it can 
handle. It lik es k illies, but it could not 
begin to catch a live k illie in the quar­ 
ters which it occupies, :uxl at first 
it 
was difficult for it to pick up dead ones. 
tiO th ■ k illies weri1 fed to if on tlx* point 
of a stick 
it is doubtful whether fishes 
suffer pain from any injury, but it 
would have seemed lik e cruelty to im ­ 
pale a live k illie, and so the k illies 
were k illed by the very simple but ef 
feetive method of throwing them upon 
the floor 
The greater weight of the 
fish is toward tlx* head. 
That end na t­

There are many fishes that can 
swallow a fish us big or nearly as big as 
themselves. 
The sculpiu and the sea 
raven are » ueh fishes. 
They have very 
large heads and proportionately large 
mouths, 
When they are feeling well, 
they will, lik e many other fishes, rise 
to the top to get the food as soon as it is 
dropped into the w ater 
If one sees a 
sea raven or a sculpin rising straight 
ut> through the wafer in this manner, 
with its big mouth wide open, he can 
b< gin to understand how it could swal­ 
low a fish as big as itself, for it seems 
a.> if one could see inside of it clear to 
its tail.

and telesco pe mo u nted o n a ho rizo ntal 
arm and fitted with a rack adju stment 
and scale, permitting v ertical ang les to 
be taken. 
This telesco pe has a v ertical 
wire, which bisects the pictu re o n the 
g ro u nd g lass screen, and is co plau ary 
with a seco nd v ertical wire inside the 
camera. 
This wire casts a shado w, 
which is clearly discernible o n the sensi­ 
tiv e plate o r film when dev elo ped, and 
thu s marks the center line o f the pic­ 
tu re. 
Behind this wire is a co mpass, 
mo u nted o n a rack inside the camera, 
by means o f which, when a pho to g raph 
is to be taken, it can be mo v ed back 
u ntil it ju st fails to to u ch the plate. 
The g radu atio n o f the co mpass card is 
carried o u t o n a v ertical strip o f trans­ 
lu cent material, thro u g h which the 
lig ht passes to the plate, thu s pho to ­ 
g raphing thereo n the co mpass hearing . 
A ho rizo ntal liber is also placed inside 
the bo dy o f the camera, similar to the 
v ertical o ne, which, when the lnstru 
ment has been pro perly lev eled, indi­ 
cates the tru e ho rizo n.—Eng ineering 
News.
